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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -44 are allowed . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior of 
record fails to disclose the combination of a semiconductor device structure recited in 
the base claim(s), including the combination of the structure comprising: the third and 
fourth (drift) regions being so arranged that when a reverse voltage bias is applied 
across the first and second regions of the semiconductor layer, the third region has 
locally in the proximity of the first region an excess of impurity charge relative to the 
fourth region, and the fourth region has locally in the proximity of the second region an 
excess of impurity charge relative to the third region, and the total volume charge in the 
third region is substantially equal to the total volume charge in the fourth region (claim 

1 ); the third and fourth (drift) regions being so arranged that when a reverse voltage 
bias is applied across the first and second regions of the semiconductor layer, the 
impurity charge in the third region varies with a positive slope along the device from the 
first region to the second region and the charge in the fourth region varies with a 
negative slope along the device from the first region to the second region and such that 
the total charge in the volume of the third region is substantially equal to the total charge 
in the volume of the fourth region (claim 2).
